98, —The Princess Kalu-
lani, heiress to the throne of Hawali,
salled Wednesday for New York on the
steamer Teutonie

The princess is accompanied by Theo-
philus Davis, wife and daughter, and
by Miss Whartoff. Her residence in
England has heretofore been kept se-
cret, but Me Davls, after ropeated re-
quests, consented to permit the corre-
spondent to have an Interview with the
princess at his residence, Sundown,
Heskith park, Southport, where the
young lady has been reslding.

¢ Mr. Davis sald that he had no reply
to his recent request to the commission-
ers of the provisional government of
Hawali to delay negotiations until he
ecould bring the Princess Kainlani to
the United States to plead for her
rights. He feared, he said, that the
commissioners wore hurrying to com-
plete the deal before her arrival. He
was confident that if Americans could
seeé the princess, who was & simple
Christian girl, her throne would be
saved.

The princess spent her holidays at
Sundown as one of the famlily and was
treated like a danghter,

The princess 1s tall and slender, and
with a more thoughtful, deliberate air
that might be expected in a school girl.
She is & brunette, with the eyes of a
guzelle and features that suggest just a
suspicion of Kanacka origin. She was
somewhnt nervous during the inter-
view. She said she had nothing to add
to the appenl which she had addressed
to the American people.

She had no definite plans, but would
be guided by her guardian, Mr. Davis
She proposed to spend two days in New
York and then visit Boston, where she
would remain until after the inauguras-
tion of President Cleveland. Then she
would go to Washington, and would
probably make a personal appenl to Mr.
Cleveland. The princess added that
she had no friends in America, exvept
the friends of Mr. Davis. Bhe timidly
expressed a hope that she might gain
the sympathy bf the American people,

“What do you think of President
Harrison's message regarding annexa-
tion?" asked the correspondent.

* I prefer not to express any opinion
on the subject,” replied the princess

"Would yon accept a pension or other
compensation should Hawail be an-
nexed?" asked the correspondent.

“As to that, also, I prefer to say noth-
ing," was the reply. It waos apparent
to the correspondent that the princess
fears her case to be hopeless, and that
the American government is determined
upon snnexation. It fs also evident
that the princess is moved by the advice
of her guardian,

The princess sald that she will be en-
tirely opposed to the policy of the queen,
especinlly in rogard to the bills which
the queen Is reported Lo have signad
and which gave offense. The princess
does not want Huwail to be undera
protectorate of any sort. She wishes
Hawali to be independent. She belleves
that America and Hawall should be
warm friends. She had never seen an
English officlal and did not beleve that
England would interfere in Hawailan
affairs

When asked If she would return to
England after her present visit to Amor-
ica, the princess answered: *Yes, if |
am successful. I will Le of age next
vear, and then 1 will earry out my
original intention, for which the Ha-
walinn legisiature voted £4,000, which
was to visit Queen Viectoria, then to
visit the president of the United States,
and then to proceed to Hawali and
assume the position to which 1 am en-
titled

The princess said that she fuvored the
proposition made by Mr, Davis to the
provisional government of Hawail that
a regency should be appointed for three
years, with S B. Dole, the head of the
provisional government, as presi-
dent, the pringess 10 be crowned
queen of Hawwuii at the terminstion of
the regeucy.

Wasmyaron, Feb. 23 —The indica-
tions are that the anti-option bill has
Leen defeated for the present session
The defeat of Col. Hateh's nitempts
Wedneaday to bring up the bill shows
the temper of the house on thls ques
tion has undergone a greatchange.

airs appropriation bill. Here again
he was knocked out, and this t!me by a
vote of 125 to 75. Then the speaker
thought Mr. Hateh should be punished
for his objection, and he placed the
vallant Missourian in the chair. This
was not such an unprecedented action,
inssmuch as Hatch had presided over
the committes of the whole when that
bill was up for some years

Col. Hatch had in interviews and to
members of the house announced that
he would Tuesday filibuster against the
conslderation of any other measure un-
til he compelled the consideration of
the anti-option bill. In these attempts
at filibustering he was beaten twice.
That showed that there had been a
wonderful change in the feelings of the
house on this question. The question
wis what had caused this change.
There were many explanations One
was that there were many members
who thought it would be wrong to pre-
vent the passage of appropriation bills
in order to make a fight to get up that
bill when thess appropriation bills
would have to be passed or congress be
called in extra session Immediately
after the insuguration of Cleveland,
nnd therefore they voted against at-
tempts to prevent the consideration of
these bills  If this had been the reason
it eould not be said that the anti-option
bill had probably been defented, for there
would be other chanches to get it before
the house,

Another reason, and the one which
seemed to be the more accurate, is that
Mr. Cleveland had, in a roundsbout
way, let it be known that he was op-
posaed to the measure.
